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Only one spokesman for the trucking industry —— American Trucking Associations, 
Inc. All the ‘‘splinter’”’ groups, national, regional and state, should ‘‘hush up”’ 
according to a resolution already endorsed by the ATA Administrative Committee . . . 
recommended to the Executive Committee. It is pointed at several organizations 
that have become active recently. ATA claims the din of the “‘‘Johnny come lately’’ 
industry spokesmen ‘‘has been accompanied by confusion both within and without 
the industry, thus tending to weaken the effectiveness of the national federation 
and 51 component state associations.’’ Exceptions to the ban would be granted 
under a set of tight ground rules. 





Emerging from the ‘‘conversation’’ stage: The President’s $50 billion highway pro- 
gram, which now carries a tab of better than $100 billion, covering next ten years. 
One thing seems clear: Just about everybody wants Uncle Sam to kick in about $25 





billion to be spent on the interstate highway system in the interest of national 
security —— military and economic. How? Preferably, without upping the tax bite. 
Next steps could be: Mention of the highway program in the President’s State of the 
Union Message . . . a follow-up specific message to appropriate House and Senate 
committees . . . public hearings . . . bill drafting, introductions —— then enactment. 
Don’t expect final action before early summer . . . could be even later. 


Truckers helped to make President Eisenhower's ‘‘Safe Driving Day’’ a success. 
Normally accounting for a national average of 13 per cent of the motor vehicle in- 
volvement, the truck drivers’ record shows evidence of a substantial reduction, when 
all reports are finally in and tabulated. Several state governors and other officials 
praised the truckers’ performance as many states reported ‘‘no trucks involved in 





accidents on S-D Day. 


Who gives who $100 million —— give or take a few million. Looks now like it will 
be up to the courts to choose between Riss and Co., Inc., one of the country’s 





substantial trucking firms, and 23 western railroads. Riss sued last fall in ‘“box car 
numbers,’’ accusing the rail companies and railroad associations of violating the 
anti-trust laws in attempting to restrain and monopolize land transportation, The 
rails don’t like the way Riss operates, say unfair methods of competition have 
diverted a large amount of freight which otherwise would have been carried by 
rails . . . estimate their resulting loss of revenue at more than $100 million.

In large part, they were mechanics, men lacking in formal engineering 
training; but skilled, resourceful, and inventive . . . and thank one of the industry’s 
first —— and still one of its greatest technical editors —— Peter M. Heldt (still an 
active SAE member). In ‘‘Horseless Age’’ ——- June 4, 1902 —— Heldt wrote: ‘‘Now 
that there is a noticeable tendency for the automobile manufacturers to follow certain 
accepted lines of construction, technical questions constantly arise which require 
for their solution the cooperation of the technical men connected with the industry. 
These questions could best be dealt with by a technical society . . . The field of 
activity for this society would be the purely technical side of automobiles . 
Meetings could be held at specified intervals, at different places, and papers read 
and discussed on subjects relating to the branch of engineering which the society 
represents. ”’ 





Two and one-half years, many more editorials and discussions later, SAE was born 
in January, 1905.

Here there is a direct conflict between state and 
federal authorities, since the state is attempting to 
nullify an operating right issued by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The state thus creates an 
effective barrier to all interstate traffic and if carried 
to its logical conclusion, could make wholly in- 
effective the issuance of any federal operating au 
thority. It would therefore seem that the doctrine of 
federal supremacy would prevail and that the U.S. 
Supreme Court would hold invalid the Illinois state

may be exercised by the states in the regula 
tion of both interstate and intrastate trafhc, but they 
1y not abuse that power nor invoke harsher reme 
dies than may be needed. Certainly, when other effec- 
tive remedies are available, they may not go so far 
as to suspend all operating rights of a transporta- 
tion service found by a federal agency to be in 
furtherance of the national transportation policy 
These remedies may be invoked both at the state 
and the federal levels and on the initiative of the 
state itself. 

Obviously, the most effective control to be exer 
cised by the state is fines for overloading. Illinois 
ofhcials claim they are unable to deal with the prob 
lem in this way. However, there is no evidence that 
adequate corrective action could not be accomp 
lished in this way. The state may also complain to 
the federal licensing agency. which will then deal 
with the matter directly under appropriate provi 
sions of the Interstate Commerce Act 


As a result of this controversy... 


attention may be focused on all interstate 
trade barriers. The federal government has been re 
luctant to deal with the hodge-podge of state regula 
tions on size and weight. Lack of interstate reci 
procity covering commercial vehicles, made even 
more acute by the recently invoked third structure 
taxes, has also been disregarded by Congress to date 
That the states should have the primary responsi- 
bility for dealing with these matters seems axiomat- 
ic. But these same states cannot be permitted to use 
this authority to throttle an economical and badly

This story shows three ways you can repair a 
tubeless tire, namely by plug, gun, and cold or hot 
pat h. The plug method does not require tire re 
moval and it’s the quickest. It works for holes up t 
3/16 in. and allows immediate inflation. The gun 
method works better for irregular punctures or cuts 
and does not require tire removal for punctures up 
to 1/16 in. For larger holes the gun is used with an 
internal cold or hot patch. Tires with internal punc 
ture sealant (not used on original factory equip 
nent) demand a hot patch if the sealant is inefle: 
tive when the object is withdrawn 

The cold and hot patch procedure is presented 
first, since it is recommended for all punctures larger 
than 3/16 in., and will probably be the method most 
frequently used by fleet owners

ALL FLEET EXECUTIVES REALIZE that a common fun 
damental in approaching any business problem is to 
have a plan of action for seeking and finding the 
solution to his problem 

The purchasing of insurance for the protection of 
company assets resolves itself to this very same 
philosophy. The failure to have such a plan of action 
generally results in unnecessary and inadequate in 
surance pure hases and coverage 


Here are three broad guides to such a plan 


Long range plan of action, 
efficient administration

It has been the experience of many underwriters 
that fleet owners in the past have changed their in 
surance carriers frequently —perhaps too frequently 
As a rule, they did this to secure lower rates and 
premium costs for their exposures 

As a result of personal conversations with over 
75 fleet owners, | find that this trend is changing, 
and that the insurance programs of experien ed fleet 
owners are becoming more stabilized. These busi 
nessmen have learned that the benefits of placing 
their insurance annually on a competitive bid basis 
were of short duration 

Most managements, and this goes beyond fleet op 
erations, experience difficulty in understanding that 
insurance should be pur hased for the “long term 


“ 


and not for the “short term.” 


And, if management subscribes to the practice of

unlimited competitive bidding on each policy re 
newal (with the spoils going to the lowest biddes 
the theory that insurance is a long term proposition 
never has an opportunity to develop 

One of the chief advantages of a long term rela 
tionship is that it is unaflected by fluctuations in 
losses. It is necessary to remember that all insur 
ince risks will have fluctuating loss experience 
Some years the losses will be phenomenally low; in 
others, inordinately high 

But, in the long run, loss statistics will de velop 
which, excluding the factors of catastrophic loss 
will reflect the normally expected experience for a 
stipulated period of time. It will be this averag: 
upon which insurance costs are based 

Many corporations negotiate certain of their in 
urance costs on this long term basis. They could 
ot do so if underwriters did not have reason to be 
lieve that the risk was vyoing to remain as an issured 
for some period of time 

| do not wish to imply that this theory of long 
term relationship is a one-way street. It is impera 
tive, if the concept is to work properly, for the under 
writers to hold and, furthermore, practice the same 
set of principles 

Once the necessity for a long range insurance pro 
ram is accepted whom should the fleet owner en 
trust, both inside and outside of his company, with 
the responsibility for such a program? 

Some fleet owners believe that their insurance af 
fairs can be handled solely through the offices of the 
nsurance broker. Also, some managements retain 
their insurance broker because of friendship with 
in ofhecer, director, or owner 

The fact that an insurance account is handled on 
this personalized basis should cast no reflection o1 

bilities of these broker friends as insurance ex 

However. any good broker will have other 
s to service. He will have his own business prob 
to administer. He will have his own income 
nsider 

Is it reasonable to believe that a man servicing 
other interests can administer, completely, the in 
surance affairs of a fair-sized fleet? 


If the answer is no, then management should dele 
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ate to one of its own employees the ultimate respor 
sibility for the fleet’s insurance aflairs 

Another important factor in both choosing a pro 
ram and in delegating responsibility for its execu 
tion is the “spread of risk.” Two fleets of similar 
size may handle their insurance affairs on an en 
tirely different basis, because one is located in a 
single geographical area while the other has its op 
erations spread across the country 

Also, spread and location of risk are definite fa 
tors in considering the administrative nature of fleet 
insurance 

How much traveling must be done to survey the 
risk, and to be properly acquainted with all of the 
risk problems? The insurance administrator is not 
oing to be “on top of his risk unless he ve into 
the field 

Can the job be handled idequately by someone 
who has the job part time, or with other interest 
lo serve 

Regardless of who handles this ph ise 
tivities, the purchasing of insurance 
viewed no diflerently from the purchasing 
trailer, tractor, or any other piece of equipment. A: 
insurance contract is a tangible product, a piece of 
paper containing words to which the insured looks 
in case of loss for reimbursement of such los 

In the problem of buying fleet insurance, too 
many fleet owners liken these proble ms to those they 
experience in their personal insurance programing 
Most individuals have experi need the necesailty of 
shooing away saleamen attempting to sell life 
tomobile, liability, and other forms of insurance 

Oftentimes, they believe that their compani 
must “shoo away brokers and insurance men when 
dealing with fleet insurance affairs 

While this may be necessary to some limited ey 
tent, often the fleet owner must actively sell his rish 
to the underwriter 

lhere ire many masurance cCOmMpanices whi hy ti f 
1 variety of reasons, would rather insure one hur 
dred individual car owners than one risk with one 
hundred cars. This stems from factors affecting ex 
pense and overhead ratios as well as spread of risk

Meaning of the Insurance Contract 


The theoretically ideal insurance contract would 
be one in which no exclusions were present. But 
common sense dictates thot there will always be 
such exclusions. 

After all, it otherwise would be possible for 
fleet owners to insure every last exposure and 
hazard to which they are subject, After being so 
insured, however, there would probably be no 
profit dollars from the fleets, and consequently no 
reason for being in business in the first place. 

This, of course, would be a ridiculous situation. 

Many exclusions can be eliminated from an 
insurance contract. Just how many depends to a 
large extent on your bargaining power as a fleet 
owner with the underwriters. 

The premium dollar paid is but one factor. 
Often, an underwriter will eliminate an exclusion 
because he has faith in the assured which cannot 
be expressed in premium costs. This practice is 
more common than many fleet owners realize. 

Once the contract has been signed, it is im- 
portant to remember that statements made in the 
contract by the assured are warranties. Since they 
are warranties, it is vital that they be accurate 
and truthful. 2 

There are also conditions in each contract call- 
ing for cooperation on the part of the assured 
with his underwriters in case of loss. It is important 
that these conditions are complied with if your 
coverage is to be effective in time of need. 

An analysis of the contract will reveal that you 
have many obligations to your carrier. If you do 
not feel it is possible to spend the time analyzing 
your coverages, have your lawyer, as well as your 
broker, review the contract and give you a com- 
plete abstract of the policies. 





Possible losses must be 
analyzed and risks 
adequately controlled 


The second foundation stone of a successful in 
surance program is the analysis of possible insurable 
losses, and adequate risk control through the man 


agement of loss producing factors 


Efficient fleet operation has beneficial results in 
many areas, and often produces lower insurance 
costs as well as overall operating costs. Precepts for 
such efficiency, as summed up in a recent Port of 
New York Authority publication, are

Partial or complete self- 
insurance programs first 
call for thorough study

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Management's Responsibility 


There is a field of thought in management circles 
which holds that the existence of inadequate in- 
surance programing could result in a direct fi- 
nancial liability on the part of corporate directors 
to the stockholders.

It is certainly possible, in this fast changing 
business world, that a disgruntled stockholder will 
charge that a board of directors is negligent in 
not keeping insurable values current, or in other- 
wise adequate condition. Hf 4 loss is not collect- 
ible for these reasons, the stockholder could 
easily try to hold the directors personally liable 
for the loss.

REHANDLING OF CARGO. After the cargo has 
been picked up and brought into a terminal, it gen- 
erally has to be re-sorted and often recoopered 
There may have been pilferage; and there usually is 
breakage. Perishable and refrigerated loads often 
are a total loss because of the difficulty of kee ping 


the cargo at correct temperature 


REPAIR OF EQUIPMENT. As previously indicat 
ed, it may be possible to make some repairs at ot 
near the scene of the accident. This may be done by 
company personnel or at some outside shop 

Major vehicle repairs are something else. Afte: 
the expense of transporting the unit to the general 
shop, the equipment is repaired and sometimes re 
built. The obvious cost items here have to do wit! 
labor. parts and overhead harge s. A less apparent 
but nonetheless major cost, lies in loss of service by 


the equipment while it is being re paired or rebuilt 


THE DRIVER IN THE CASE. In the meantime, th 
driver involved in the accident may be under medi 
cal treatment because of injuries. In addition to the 
»bvious and significant cost of a replacement on the 
»b, the driver’s hospital and compensation bills 
isually are the company’s responsibility, along with 
any court awards he may subsequently wir 
There is always the possibility of a civil suit 
against the fleet, alleging mechanical defects or other 
lapses of management responsibility. Death pay- 
ments run from eight to nine thousand dollars in 
many states; payments for permanent partial or total 
disabilities run much higher. In recent years, jury 
awards for the latter have skyrocketed claim settk 
ment costs: as much as $105,000 has been awarded 
for partial loss of a foot 
From another angle, if the driver's supervisor 
charges the driver with the accident, the driver may 
request a hearing before the company’s accident re 
view board. This board may consist of supervisors 
and other drivers. A number of meetings may be 
necessary before a decision is reached regarding re 
sponsibility for the accident. Of course. all of the 


members of the board have regular work to d 


which is disrupted by the deliberations 

EFFECT ON OTHER EMPLOYEES. After an acci 
dent, there is usually a loss in employee morale, with 
consequent loss in efficiency (another cost item) 
This is especially true if a group of drivers have 
been working toward a good record. The latter is 
very likely to be the case, for during the past 10 or 
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12 years, no industry has shown a greater increase 
f interest in safety than that of fleet trar sportatior 
here is often an unfavorable psychological effect 
drivers who learn about a serious accident in 
volving injury to one of their fellow workers. In 
such cases, performance is bound to be affected, and 


again indirect costs are increased 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. The driver's supervisor and 
or the safety supervisor (in some fleets still othe: 
personnel may be involved) usually must prepare 
accident reports for the company, for the insurance 
arrier, for the ICC, in the case of common carriers, 
and for the city or state involved 

Anyone who has had occasion to fill cat such re 
ports knows what a painstaking, time-consuming 
ob it is. For obvious reasons, and some not so ob 
vious, cr mplete and accurate details are necessary 
lo the time spent in working on the forms must be 
added the time required to discuss the case with 
principals, witnesses, and other parties, including 

anagement. Translate this time into really produ 
tive work and you have further evidence of the sig 


nificant size of hidden costs 


RECOVERY PROCEDURE. If responsibility for the 
accident does not lie with fleet personnel. manag 
ment will naturally attempt recovery. This can be a 
ong-drawn-out process, entailing careful cost analy 
ses and employment of attorneys. The latter is a 

ajor item of expense. Even if recovery of the 

ount claimed is obtained, the fleet may actually 


se a sizeable sum of money 


INSURANCE ASPECTS. The insurance company 
of course, usually pays public liability and property 
damage ciaims which are legitimate or granted by 
ourts. On the other hand, a fleet’s accident « xperi 

ce may be reflected in increased premiums 

\ particularly unpleasant aspect of such experi 
ence is that a large settlement favorable to another 
party quite often encourages other people to clain 
dan ages ¢ aused by { ompany vehi | “Ss. These are the 
so called “nuisance claims”, which many insurance 
companies often pay off simply for the sake of being 
rid of them. Again the premiums may be affected

Ironically, greater control is possible over acci 
lent costs than over wages, taxes, and rates. Safety 
inded companies are proving this with significant 


reductions in accident experience 
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It is not possible here to go into detail on the com- 
ponents of comprehensive safety programs that 
make possible such records of improved perform 
ance. For example, the American Trucking Associa 
tions’ excellent Sights-on-Safety program, and the 
valuable aids provided by the National Freight 
Claim Council of ATA deserve extensive description 
\ few observations can be made, however, to high 
light some essential features in the processing of in 
surance claims 

One fleet is reported to have lost about $50,000 
in unpaid polic y benefits because it failed to submit 
sufhcient information to the insurer regarding a sin 
gle accident. Although business firms are generally 
allergic to questionnaires or forms, and often with 
good reason, insurance claims forms are essential. 
And, considering the complexity of claims adjust 
nent, they do not ask for too much information re 

irding an accident and its surrounding circum 
stances 

Every question on these forms should be an 
swered promptly and clearly. Promptly, because the 

ore delay in securing the facts, the hazier they are 


likely to be. Clearly, because the muddling or omis 


sion of any unportant detail means additional in 
vestigation, with consequent delay and expense 
Where accidents are caused by non~ mpany per 
sonnel, care must be taken to hile claims not only for 
»bvious costs, such as repair bills, but also for per 
tinent hidden costs as previously discussed. Other 
wise a good deal of money may be lost which right 
fully belongs to. and could be recovered by. the fleet 


Obviously. there is need for intelligent coopera 
tion on the part of the driver involved in the acci 
dent. One of the things that can be done to help in 
sure such cooperation is to include in employes 
training some coverage of the elements of insurance 
laims forms actually used by the company. This 
should also be helpful in increasing employees’ safe 
ty consciousness 

Needless to say, such activities are possible only 
if supervisory personnel in the various departme nts 
are themselves adequately trained in the “why” and 
what’ of accident prevention This. in turn, de 
pends on adequate understanding by management 
of the many factors in accident costs and the esse1 
tial nature of safety programs 

Failure to recognize the hidden costs may readily 
mean a limited appreciation of accident prevention 


in general, and its specific value to the fleet owner

1955 prospects are good. In. 
creasing sales, noted in Novem- 
ber and December, are expected 
to continue to increase in the first 
quarter. At that time, sales will 
be further stimulated by a rash of

The guaranteed annual wage 
question for auto workers looms 
as a storm cloud.

Other highlights of interest are 
symposiums on new suspensions, 
plastics for truck bodies, and a 
round table on fleet passenger 
car selection.

Rock Island RR’s Truck Subsidiary 
Wins Unrestricted Operating Rights 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has granted full 
authority to the Rock Island Motor Transit Co., Chicago, 
a subsidiary of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacifi 
Railroad, to compete with other motor carriers because 

evidence shows that in this case other motor carriers 
have not cared to render less-than truckload peddle op- 
erations.” 

ICC said that the Rock Island Motor Transit Co. ped- 
dle service was based on interstate, intrastate and rail- 
billed trafic and thus it was enabled to provide better 
service than other motor carriers. This development is 
the first of its kind in the industry. 


The 9-2 decision... 


ranted a rail-owned motor carrier permission to 
virtually free of restrictions. In allowing the 

lock Island Motor Transit Co. to operate in 11 central 
tates, the ICC for the first time broke a prec edent that

Ihe ICC, while agreeing the decision broke an old 

cedent, claimed it did not intend to establish a new 

ICC said that evidence in the proc eedings justified

rictions as the circumstances may require.” 

Effect of the ruling is to allow Rock Island Motor 
Transit Co. unrestricted trucking rights from Silvis, Ill. 

Omaha, Neb., serving 32 intermediate and 11 off- 

ite points. Also unrestricted rights from lowa City to 
Cedar Rapids, lowa; from Harlan, lowa, to Omaha, 
serving five intermediate and off-route points, and from 
\voca, lowa to Atlantic, lowa by two routes, serving 
three intermediate points. Motor Transit can also take 
rights to render Silvis-Chicago service. 

In granting the Rock Island Motor Transit Co. full 
authority to compete with other motor carriers, the 
ICC: 1) Placed a condition on the operating authority 
of Rock Island Motor Transit Co. if the public conveni- 
ence warrants it, 2) Said that any negotiation between 
Rock Island Motor Transit Co. and parent railroad must 
be reported to the ICC 


A four year battle was ended... 


by the decision between the ICC, the Rock Island 
Motor Transit Co., chambers of commerce, shippers and 
receivers in Illinois, lowa and Nebraska against the 
trucking industry as represented by the American Truck- 


ing Assans., the ATA Regular Common Carrier Confer- 


ence and other trucking interests. 
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The gist of the ICC decision: 


e Evidence shows that authority for Rock Island Motor 
Transit to operate without restrictions will not result in 
the undue restraint of competition. 


e Public interest will be served by Rock Island Motor 
Transit’s operation since other carriers provided service 
only when it served their convenience. 


In a similar case... 


... to that of Rock Island Motor Transit, the ICC grant- 
ed a petition of the Frisco Transportation Co. for recon- 
sideration of a Dec., 1953 decision. At that time, Frisco, 
a subsidiary of the St. Louis, San Francisco Railroad, 
was rebuffed when ICC upheld restrictions designed to 
assure that railroad motor service is auxiliary to or sup- 
plemental of operations of the parent railroad. 

When Rock Island Motor Transit won unrestricted 
rights, the precedent upheld in the Frisco case in 1955, 
was broken. 

The American Trucking Assns. and others that inter- 
vened in opposing the granting of the application ar- 


gued: 


e The only need for Rock Island Motor Transit’s service 
was as a supplement to the rail service. 


e ICC has no authority or jurisdiction to grant any ap 
plicant a certificate without restriction. 

Truckers said that the ruling would give Rock Island 
Motor Transit Co. an advantage over other motor car- 
riers by reason of its affiliation with the Rock Island 
Railroad. “Independent motor carriers are now expected 
to do the impossible,” said the ATA Regular Common 
Carrier Conference. ATA said that now Motor Transit 
Lo. might solicit traffic to be moved between identical 
points at either the rail or motor carrier rates. 


Two ICC commissioners dissented... 


. . from the opinion of the majority. Commissioner 
Anthony F. Arpaia said that the applicant failed to prove 
that public convenience and necessity required the serv- 
ice that Motor Transit Co. proposed. Commissioner J. 
Hayden Alldredge said that the ICC did not have the 
power to grant authority to a railroad to perform unre- 
stricted motor carrier service that is subject only to 
terms that “public necessity may require in the future.” 

The American Trucking Assns. does not expect this 
decision to rest as is. As they see it, something must be 
done and although nothing concrete has been proposed 
as yet, it is most likely that a court test will decide the 
issue eventually.

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Supreme Court Bars 
Ill. Suspension Law 


Truckers have won a smashing victory against state 
laws that would keep interstate carriers off state high- 
ways as a penalty for violating highway weight and 
load distribution regulations. 

A unanimous decision by the U. S. Supreme Court 
on Dec. 6, struck down an Illinois law with a strongly 
worded admonishment to the states that, under the 
Federal Motor Carrier Act, “no power at all was left 
in states to determine what carriers could or could 


not operate in interstate commerce.” 


The 8-0 decision... 


. . was written by Justice Hugo L. Black, who up 
held Hayes Freight Lines, Inc. The action also up 
holds a decision last January by the Illinois State Su- 
preme Court, rejecting attempts by state authorities 
to keep Hayes out of the state. 

Hayes, which operates out of Mattoon, IIl., is both 
an interstate and intrastate carrier. The firm's inte: 
state business extends to and from many points in 
Illinois, carrying goods to seven other states under a 
certificate of convenience and necessity issued by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Hayes also is li 
censed by the state of Ililnois to do intrastate busi 


ness 


Hayes challenged the validity .. . 


. of that section of the law which permits total sus 
pension of the carrier's right to use Illinois highways 
for repeated violations of these provisions The law 
provides for a 90-day suspension on a finding of 10 
or more violations, and suspension for a year if the 
same carrier is guilty of 10 or more violations 

Illinois authorities sought to suspend Haves, charg 
ing a total of 300 separate violations of the law. The 
Illinois Supreme Coyrt upheld the law generally as it 
applied to intrastate truckers, but ruled that suspen 
sion could not be imposed on the interstate operations 
of Hayes. 

Hayes had asked the U.S. Supreme Court to review 
the state court’s ruling that Hayes’ intrastate opera 
tions could be suspended. But this appeal was not 
taken up by the U. S. Supreme Court. 

In its appeal to the U. S. Supreme Court, the state 
argued that under the federal constitution, Congress 
had no authority to, in effect, “expropriate” state 
highways by immunizing interstate carriers from oth- 
erwise legal regulations. The state attorney general 
told the justices that the regulations are designed for 
the protection and preservation of highways which 
are the backbone of interstate commerce. The Ameri- 
can Automobile Assn. supported this view. 

The Hayes Company countered by arguing that 
suspension would bankrupt affected truckers and was 
a “disproportionate penalty.” The American Trucking

FLEET Heavy losses from street or highway accidents are only one financial hazard fleet 
owners should insure against; there’s also the chance of being sued for liabil- 
ity as the result of injuring another person through carelessness or negli- 
gence. On page 51 of this issue begins a comprehensive study of the first 
problem. And here are a few tips on the second. 





The odds run at about 100 to 1 against your ever being successfully sued for 
such carelessness or negligence. But offsetting the rarity of such suits are 
the high damages you would probably have to pay as the result of just one. 
Courts today tend to award big money to claimants who can prove that negli- 
gence has caused them serious injury. In some cases, settlements have run to 
at least three times the value of the guilty party’s property. 





Only personel liability insurance can protect you from that kind of deep finan- 
cial distress. 





Owning and maistaining o home and property carry the constant risk of liability. 
That’s because an almost infinite variety of conditions can cause accidents 
for which you may be held responsible. Each one has its own peculiar twist. 
But there are some general rules and distinctions that the law uses to define 


liability: 





Your liability is greatest to business visitors to your home or apartment. 
These include the mailman, delivery boys, meter readers, the gardener, all 
servants, the family doctor--anyone, in other words, who is there for your and 
their mutual business advantage. If any of these is injured on your property, 
he can sue you for negligence. He can collect if he can prove that your 
premises had an unsafe condition that you could have discovered and rem- 
edied. Examples: a loose floor board, an icy walk, an unlighted stairway, a 
child’s toy. 





Your not knowing about the hazard is no defense--if the jury finds that, exercis- 
ing reasonable care, you could have been aware of it and eliminated it as a 
cause of the accident. That applies only to business visitors, however. A 
nonbusiness visitor assumes the risk of hazards in your home chat are un- 
known to you. Thus if you had not discovered the loose board, say--and even 
if you could have by the simplest inspection--you probabiy would not be 
liable to social guests. 





Included as nonbusiness visitors are not only invited friends, but casual 
callers, peddlers, and door-to-door canvassers. (The last two become business 
visitors only if you buy something from them.) 





Your least liability is to trespassers--usually children. However, you can be liable 
if a child is injured as a result of your failure to provide adequate protection 
in certain situations. One example: If you allowed the ropes on an abandoned 
swing to rot, and a child were injured, you might be held liable. Note this: 
You are usually not liable for the negligence of your own children. Thus if 
your son should injure e pedestrian while riding his bicycle, you would not 
formally be liable. (Your son would be. In that case, only his personal funds 
would be subject to any judgment.)

However, you would be liable if you knew your son to be reckless anyway, 
and had done nothing about it. In such a case, the law might concludethat 
you should have taken disciplinary measures--even to taking the bike away 
from him. The same reasoning applies to pets. If your dog bites the mailman 
once, for example, you probably would not be liable. But if you know the dog 
to be vicious, then you might be. 





You can best guard against all these contingencies through a comprehensive per- 
sonal liability insurance policy. This policy automatically covers you and 
your family for liability for all personal activities. That includes accidents 
(including golf), damage by children and pets. 





Basic premium for this family policy is around $10 a year for a limit of 
$10,000 for each occurrence and $250 medical-payments coverage. For only a 
few dollars more, you can boost the limit to $100,000 for each occurrence. 
Whatever the limit, you can get a three-year policy for 22 times the annual 
premium. 





A winter cover on your room air conditioner will protect it against the elements, 
prolong its useful life. You can get one for anywhere from $3.50 to $8.50. 
Figure five to six years on the average life of your conditioner. Some authori- 
ties claim you can boost it to 10 years by having the unit removed and stored 
for the winter. The catch: It costs about $35, including a routine cleaning. 





Don't make the mistake of taking your secretary for granted. If you heve a good 
one, personnel directors say, chances of your losing her are greater now than 
ever before. That’s because there are a lot more opportunities for her to get 
good jobs. Whether she makes a move is largely up to you. Your biggest 
danger lies in underestimating her. Remember that the present-day top-flight 
secretary is highly trained and educated. She can afford to be choosy. 





Be sure to give your secretary enough of the responsible work she has been 
trained to handle. Personnel experts agree that lack of important projects is ; 
often a big reason for secretaries of executives leaving jobs—along with ex-

CHECK condition of pallets. If they're 


racked or out-of-square, fastenings 


won't hold very long. 


KEEP FORKS LEVEL when entering 
or withdrawing from pallet. Tilted 
forks can rip off or break outside 
edges of end deckboards. A highly 
recommended but inexpensive way of 
helping the operator to avoid this 
damage is to place a level or leveling 
mark on masts of all fork lift trucks 
to indicate when forks are parallel 
with the floor.

instrumentation during inspection 
is fairly complete. Instruments are 
separate rather than assembled 
into a single unit.

Machine work is farmed out, but 
engines are disassembled and as- 
sembled in the fleet shop. After a 
reuilding job engines are run-in 
for four hours on either of two 
shop-made run-in stands. This run- 
in periods helps shop men catch 
trouble that might otherwise be 
overlooked. Also, experien e shows 
that it contributes to longer engine 
life. Engines are delivering 100.- 
000-125.000 miles between com- 
plete rebuilding jobs and 40-50,- 
000 miles between re-ring jobs. 
Fleet fuel mileage is about 91% 
miles per gallon. 


Glass replacements, which this 
crew thinks are a cinch, are made 
in the fleet shop. Most of the body 
work is also done in the shop. 
Painting is handled in an outside 
shop. The design, color and mate- 
rial is specified by the fleet. Touch- 
up work is done at home, some- 


times with pressure cans. 


Wash day comes once a week at 
which time Joe hires three of the 
local citizenry who values extra pay 
more than a day’s leisure. The 
shop is long and narrow with a 
front and back door. By hugging 
the left wall, the washing operation 
can be worked on a run-through 
basis which speeds it up. 


A hinged shelf, even with the floor 
drain, hangs on the left wall. Two 
rods hold it in place when it is 
used. On wash days a man is sta- 
tioned on the shelf where it is con- 
venient to clean the upper part of 
the truck body. When not in use 
the shelf hangs straight down out 
of the way. The usual wash day is 
Saturday when the trucks come in 
at more staggered times than usual 
and this helps prevent congestion 
at the door

Last year, in the face of a gen- 
eral business decline, not so many 
consumers thought it a good time 
to buy. But they still made 1954 a 
record year for consumption ex- 


penditures. 


Business investment in new plants 
and equipment will be maintained 
at a high level, despite the huge 
increases in plant capacity and ex- 
tensive modernization programs 

during the last half-dozen years 

According to the fall survey con- 

ducted by the McGraw-Hill Depart- 

ment of Economics, industry now 
plans to spend 95 per cent as much 
on new plants and equipment in 

1955 as in 1954. 

Certainty of increased commer- 
cial investment and the possibility 
of higher industrial investment, if 
sales improve, make it likely that 
total business investment will be 
about the same as in 1954. 


Construction, which has been one 
of the strongest features of the 
economy, will surge to another new 
record in 1955. In the private sec- 
tor, commercial buildings (stores, 

office buildings, warehouses, etc.) 

and housing will contribute the 
largest increases. 

The easy credit terms authorized 
by the new housing law have 
touched off the new homebuilding 
boom previously mentioned. This 
comes when the construction in- 
dustry is already operating at a 
record pace. These housing devel- 
opments will also help sustain de- 
mand for other types of construc- 
tion stores, schools, roads and

The most important “reverse” in 
the business outlook is in inven- 
tories. For a year. beginning with 
the final quarter of 1953, business 
was cutting inventories at an an
